During a bicycle journey ihroujrli i 


Siberia one s»mm:er 1 had o«va>ioii to i 
travel srxvral liundnd miles along 
what Is called tbe Great Silvrinn High- 
way. 
You will st-e l>y glancing at the 


map that this road cuniuH-is the Siber- 
ian capital. Irkutsk, with European 
Jiussia. The «lisianci> is some three 
Jhousand miles, anil along its course 
had been built nearly sill the to\vi»s 
4iui villages of old Siberia. 


Through these lawns and villages I

with the seat mast by links, the for- 
ward ends of which receives the ends 
of the pedal shaft.

Previous to that 
Snarkey had defeated Sailor Brown la 
two rounds aud held Joe Choyuski off 
four rounds. 


But a few months before his meet- 


ing with Corl»ett. Sharuey was a blue- 
jacket iu the United States Xavy. lie 
could neither dance a horupli»e nor 
j^ng. and used to occasionally aiiiu»e. 
the "fo-vastle" by knocking out each 
of his mates as thought ihey possessed 
pugilistic ability. 


In l&H. while still in the nary, he 


fought six battles. 


Sharkey was born in Ireland in 1871. 


He did not take up suliletics until after 
he had enlisted iu Uncle Sam's navy. 
ie was discharged from the navy in 
£95 and decided*) take up lighting as 
a profession. 


After considerable hustling he man- 


aged to get ou a match with Billy 
Miller, of the San Francisco A. C. 
Miller was a big. raw-boned fellow 
over six feet in height, aud the ama- 
eur champion heavy-weight. 
Sharkey won .11 short order. His 


next opponent was Australian Billy 
Smith, and the sailor again won. Joe 
^noynski thought he saw c-asy money 
n offering to stop Sharkey in eight 
rounds. Sharkey not only stayed the 
eight rounds, but gave Cnoynski quite 
a trouncing. The stock of Sharkey 
now went up. and Tie was matched to 
meet .loe Williams, the heavy-weight 
•harnpibn of Salt Lake City. They 
came together in San Francisco ami 
Sharkey knocked his man out in seven 
rounds, corbett now offered to stop 
:he ex-tar in four rounds. The j/oni- 
>ador not ouly failed to do this, but 
•eceived the worst of tbe encounter. 
This led to a match being made be- 
tween them to fight to a finish, under 
Queensberry rules for $10,000 a side 
and a purse. This match fell through. 
but Sharkey succeeded in getting on a 
contest with Fitzimmons. The battle 
took place at San * rancisco In Decem- 
ber, 1890. Snai-Key was given tbe de- 
cision on a toul in the eight round.

To that end We urge 
an expression ofropinlon from farmers 
of this country as to the necessity of 
holding a convention at the earliest and 
most convenient time and place to dis- 
cuss our condition and to adopt such 
rneasuics and take such action as may 
seem necessary.

MAINE POTATOES. 


Bangor, Me., Jan. 29—Of about 4,000,- 


000 bushels of potatoes held in Aroostook 
county at the beginning of the season, it 
is estimated that 2,400,000 bushels hav 
been shipped to various parts of the 
United States, from Bangor to Texas, 
leaving 1,600,000 bushels now on hand 
This is rather a large proportion of th'e 
whole stock to be in the hands of the 
farmers at this time of the year. Prices 
in Aroostook have been very fair foi 
several months past, and the farmers 
appear to think that the market will 
stiffen later on, and so are holding on to 
their stock. In Houlton, the price of 
first class potatoes on Friday was $1.30 
to $1.40 a barrel, and at points north 
of that station, $1.20 to $1.30. The crops 
of other great potato producing states 
jvere also large in 1898, however, and the 
great markets of the country are now 
beingsupplled from those states, while 
Aroostook farmers are holding off for 
higher prices.

AUTOMOBILES INCREASE.

Each 
cab is supplied with sufficient power to 
he driven 30 miles at about eight miles 
an hour.

There is plenty 
of PROW, and the numerous operators 
who are cutting railroad ties and other 
short lumber have already hauled the 
greater part of their stock to the railroad 
stations, thus insuring a heavy freight 
traffic for the spring of 1S99. Last year 
there was a great lack of sno-,v, and the 
ihort lumber operators and the railroad 
companies alike suffered. The longlum-t 
ber, cut everywhere in northern Maine, 
is progressing satisfactorily, and with a 
fjir driving season there will no lack 
of logs for the mills this year.

ICE OF GOOD QUALITY 


Dot Tliffre I* Same Doubt as to Sis* Of 


the Crop In Maine, 


Bangor. Me.. Jan. 29.—Although the 


Penobscot ice this winter is the best that 
has formed in the river for 10 years, and 
ns good as ever harvested, there seems 
to be some doubt now as to the size of the 
crop, such have been the delays caused 
by freakish weather, and so many the 
disasters w hich have taken large houses 
out of the permanent list. Last fall the 
house capacity of the river was 311,000 
tons, but since that, one 30,000-ton house 
has been blown down in a gale and an- 
other plant of 30,000 tons' capacity, that 
of the Sterns Lumber company, has been 
destroyed by fire, thus leaving only 251,- 
000 tons' capacity. 


With pood, steldy weather, there 


would be no difficulty in getting 250,000 
tons of first class ice he-re, but for two 
weeks past heavy thaws and severe cold 
"'aves have alternated in rapid succes- 
sion, and the crews have been laid off 
half of the time. 


About 125,000 tons of ice have been put 


under cover—about half the crop—in 
permanent houses, but nothing has been' 
done now for several days, and not many 
weeks remain that can be counted upon 
for ice harvesting weather. The ice here 
is thicker than anywhere else in Maine, 
most of the concerns running in 16 and 
IS inch ice, and 12 to 14 inches being the 
thinnest. 


Reports have reached here from the 


Hudson to t;he effect that up to Tuesday 
night about 700,OM» tons of ice, most of it 
rather poor in quality, had been housed 
on that river. Tbe greater part of this, 
It is said, has been cut on lakes and 
ponds 
The impression prevails here 


that there w ill be plenty of ice of fair 
quality on the Hudson, aad that prices 
will not be high this year.

early teens he sold newspapers in a 
down town corner. The average boy 
of progressive tendencies would look 
with satisfaction towards a commer- 
cial career, hut Raymond had little 
thought of such a life. At 15 he was 
editor of Philately, a paper devoted to

Clothes wringers are made with rolls 


of ten to twenty-four inches in length;

order. Ten, eleven and twelve inch 
are the sizes commonly operated by 
-hand, though fourteen and even six- 
teen inch wringers are some-limes used 
in that manner. Larger machines are 
operated by other power. American 
clothes wringers are sold in many oth- 
er countries; though in some, owing 
to natural or other conditions special- 
ly affecting the use of such appliances, 
comparatively few are sold. 
Thus, 


while many articles of American man- 
ufacture are exported to South Ameri- 
can countries, there are 
not many 


clothes wringers sold there owing to 
climatic conditions which are such 
in most of the countries that clothes 
dry quickly there and wringers are 
not much needed. 


Few American wringers are sold in 


France, where washing is done com- 
monly in wash houses, and few wring- 
ers of any kind are used. In Germany, 
Russia, all the Scandanavian countries 
and in Great Britain, American wring- 
ers find a .market, and they are sold al- 
so in Australia, South Africa and oth- 
er foreign lands. 
They cost more 


than German or British wringers, hut 
they sell in competition with them, as 
many other manufactured American 
products do, because of their superior- 
ity of workmanship and. better adapt- 
ability to use.—New York Sun,

throughout the United States and even 
found its way to foreign countries. 


Meanwhile Raymond put in his spare 


time learning stenography. He drift- 
ed to Pullman, and when only 19 had 
risen from office boy to a position 
which brought him f 1,000 
a year. There 


is reason to believe that, if he had 
chosen to continue in the line of work 
laid out for him at Pullman, a few 
years would have brought him to a po- 
sition assuring large means and great 
responsibility. But against the ad- 
vice of his friends he threw up bis po- 
sition and went to Evanston, where in 
two summers and one winter he com- 
pleted all the work usually included in 
a four years' preparatory course, and 
passed with ease the entrance exami- 
nations to the College of Liberal Arts. 
All this time he was earning his living 
by stenography. In addition to pay- 
ing his own expenses and carrying'on 
his studies, he supported his mother. 
He entered college in 1889, remaining 
until the winter of 1890. 


While Raymond was in his sopho- 


more year he mafia the acquaintance 
of Bishop J. M. Thoburn, who^has 
charge of the work of t"he Methodist 
Episcopal Church in India. The Bish- 
op was writing a book on life in India, 
and was -so taken with the 
young 


man that he engaged 
him for two 


years as traveling secretary. 
They 


went to India by way of the Suez ca- 
nal, touching at different points in 
Europe, and at-every stopping place 
Raymond made the most of his oppor- 
tunities for study. 


In India" Mr. Raymond devoted him- 


self to Sanscrit. He returned to Chi- 
cago by way of China and Japan in 
the winter of 1892r and took tbe ex- 
aminations with his college classes. 
One term of his senior year remained, 
but his work was so far in advance 
that he was excused from attendance 
at classes. The spring term he passed 
as traveling secretary for George M. 
Pullman, returning to Evanston in 
time to receive his diploma and to par- 
ticipate'in the Kirk oratorical contest. 
It is curious that in this contest he 
was defeated by the young woman who 
afterward became his wife, Miss Net- 
tie Hunt of Aurora, 111. 
Miss Hunt 


was one of the brightest of tho yorng 
women w.hose names form a list of 
alumnae "highly creditable to North- 
western University. Her engagement 
to Raymond began during their col- 
lege course, and they were married in 
1895, 
just before he accepted his call 


to the University of Wisconsin. 


After graduation Mr. Raymond's 


rise was rapid. The first year he serv- 
ed as secretary of the Society for Uni- 
versity Extension in Chicago, and the 
following year became professor of po- 
litical economy at Lawrence Universi- 
ty, Appleton, Wig. A course of lec- 
tures delivered at Chautauqua the fol- 
lowing summer attracted the attention 
of President Harper of the University 
of Chicago, and the next winter saw 
Raymond as secretary and lecturer in 
the class study work of the university 
extension department of the Chicago 
Institution. In one year he raised the 
number of classes from ten to fifty, 
and in three montha. increased 
the 


membership from 200%o over 1,000. 
He Halved the degree of doctor of 
philosophy from tha University of Chl- 
.cago In 1S95. Before that he had been 
called by President Charles Kendall 
Adams to the professorship of sociolo- 
gy in the University of Wisconsin, a 
position which he has since filled with 
rare acceptability.

within a few years. Millions of them 
could exist in Alaska upon reindeer 
moss, which exists there in abund- 
ance. 


Hardly any information as to the 


employment of the animal in the terri- 
tory has been received up to this time, 
and nothing has been heard of their 
rendering service to any of the mining 
parties or pleasure seekers, but it as 
known that their Laplander keepers 
are preparing to make use of them la 
the mining regions, and the United 
States government, which is their own- 
er, will probably before the end of 
the jear, turn them to account by em- 
ploying them for transportation of 
the malls up tlie Yukon Valley. The 
reindeer express, sweeping along over 
the snow at the rate of sixteen or 
eighteen miles an hour, will rank high 
among the other wonders to be seen 
in the snowy wilds of Alaska, and may 
be expected to frighten the h^avy foot- 
ed bears that have roamed around 
there through the long ages. 


It is to be supposed that in the 


course of time the government will 
make provision for the sile of the rein- 
deer to citizens who may desire to 
purchase them. It cannot make use of 
the great-herds which are expprted to 
come into existence before many years 
have passed. The price of them oug'ht 
not to be beyond the means of people 
in ordinary circumstances, for they 
can be raised at small expense, and 
they can find their own forage wherev- 
er they go in Alaska. 


When the Alaskan can procure the 


animals for himself, can make use of 
them for travel or the transportation 
of his goods, can make use of their 
flesh for food, and can make use of 
their skin to keep out the cold, the 
attractions of lite in Alaska will not 
be confined to the gold fields.
